Councilmembers snub 
amendment proposal

Romulus councilmembers 
decided April 8 not to even con- 
sider introducing an amend- 
ment to the zoning ordinance 
which was geared toward giv- 
ing the planning commission 
sole authority to approve spe- 
cial land uses and site plan re- 
quests. 

Presently, councilmembers 
have the authority to approve 
or deny recommendations of 
the planning commission on 
special approval land uses. 
More than half the council, in- 
cluding Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington, wanted to maintain 
their authority over the 
approval. 

“I will not vote against this, 
but 1 will not vote for this 
either,” Pennington said. “I 
don’t feel I could delegate au- 
thorities invested in me by the 
city.” 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry echoed the feelings of 
Pennington adding the council 
would have less say if the 
amendment was approved. 

Councilman Noah Pete 
Bergeron clarified why the 
planning commission voted for 
the zoning amendment. 

“The reason was to take the 
political diversion of special 
land use approval out of the 
political arena,” Bergeron 
said. “The planning commis- 
sion was only looking into sup- 
porting the city council by tak- 
ing special use approval out of 
the political arena. That’s why 
this issue has come before us.” 

Councilman William Wads- 
worth was against the opinion 
of his colleagues stating he be- 
lieved the amendment would 
be a good business move. 

"I think this would keep us 
from making these long-

winded decisions," Wadsworth 
said. 

Bergeron reiterated his be- 
lief that the planning commis- 
sion would be competent 
enough to make the decisions 
on special land uses. 

“I don’t want the planning 
commission to be a puppet to 
the city body,” Bergeron said. 
"We should put our trust in 
them.” 

The amendment would have 
given the planning commission 
sole authority to approve or 
deny all special approval land 
uses. In considering all ap- 
plications for special land uses, 
the planning commission 
would hold a public hearing 
and review each case indi- 
vidually as to its appropriate- 
ness and decide on the matter. 

The Romulus council denied 
the introduction of the prop- 
osed amendment to the zoning 
ordinance with councilmem- 
bers Russell Lambert, Pen- 
nington. Raspberry and Mayor 
Pro Tern Randolph Gear 
opposing.

Businessman escapes serious injury

A Romulus car wash mana- 
ger narrowly escaped serious 
injury Tuesday afternoon when 
an 18-wheel truck lost its 
brakes and almost rammed 
into him. 

‘‘I was inside the middle bay. 
putting the sprayer back on the 
holder, when 1 saw a blur out of 
the corner of my eye,” said 
Doug Martin, manager of EZ 
Clean Car Wash on Van Born 
and Henry Ruff roads. "I saw 
the truck as it was approaching 
the front of the building. It was 
so close to me I could have 
reached out and touched it. It 
must have been going 40 mph. I 
ran as fast as I could. At age 38. 
I was surprised 1 could still 
move that fast.” 

Following in Martin's foot- 
steps was a stream of bricks 
and other debris. The car wash 
has five bays, and the truck hit 
the one Martin was standing in, 
pushing a wall back 1 foot, he 
said. 

The truck driver, who was 
making deliveries for Package 
Express Service Ltd. in Taylor, 
was treated for minor injuries. 
No one else was hurt in the acci- 
dent. 

Alcohol was not considered a 
factor in the accident, Romulus 
police Sgt. Ron Huggins said. 

Martin could not put a figure 
on how much damage was done 
to the building, but said it could 
be at least $10,000. 

“I was really lucky I didn’t

get hurt/* Martin said. “It was 
kind of like an airplane falling 
out of the sky and landing on 
you.” 

Martin’s wife. Irene, said she 
was glad no one was seriously 
hurt, but added the accident 
could have been a lot worse 
under different circumstances. 

“It was a good thing it was an 
overcast day and there wasn’t 
any customers around.” she 
said. “It was just one of those 
freaky things that happen ” 

The Martins said the car 
wash w ill continue to stay open.

An attempted escape by a 
female prisoner ended without 
incident in Dearborn Tuesday 
afternoon following an hour 
high-speed chase with police at 
speeds better than 100 mph 
along eastbound Interstate-94. 

The police chase cut through 
much of southeastern Michi- 
gan, including Belleville and 
Romulus. 

The chase began in Kalama- 
zoo at 11:20 a.m. after Betty 
Ruth Mitchell, a prisoner on 
work detail from the Crane 
Women's Correctional Facility 
in Coldwater, stole a 1-ton 
Chevrolet truck from the Kala- 
mazoo County Road Commis- 
sion. 

Police immediately followed 
in pursuit of Mitchell, while she 
headed eastbound on 1-94, 
according to Sgt. Tim McGaffi- 
gan of the Jackson State Police 
post. 

Almost two dozen police 
vehicles, including those from 
Washtenaw and Wayne coun- 
ties, Michigan State Police 
posts in Jackson, Ypsilanti and 
Detroit and Romulus, Dear- 
born and Chelsea, joined the 
chase. 

While no one was hurt during 
the chase, several of the police 
vehicles received ‘‘contact 
damage,” McGaffigan said. 

Mitchell was stopped and 
apprehended by police around 
12:30 p.m. at 1-94 and Rotunda 
and was transported back to 
Coldwater late Tuesday after- 
noon.

Sailor returns 
from the Gulf

Alan Currie didn’t expect a 
hero’s welcome when he re- 
turned from duty in the Persian 
Gulf, but the young sailor 
admits his reception has been 
“the thrill of a lifetime.” 

Currie, a 1981 Romulus High 
School graduate, was deployed 
to the Middle East aboard the 
battleship U.S.S. Wisconsin in 
August 1990, and returned on 
leave last week. 

"When we came into port, 
there were banners saying, 
‘Welcome Home,’ and people 
waving signs and flags. A small 
plane flew overhead with a 
banner that read, ‘Thanks.’ We 
had a wonderful greeting in 
Norfolk,” Currie said. “Then, 
when I came home, I saw all of 
the flags and yellow ribbons 
here. It made me feel great to 
know that the people at home 
care.” 

Currie, a 10-year Navy veter- 
an, grew up in Romulus and 
moved to the Belleville area a 
year before he graduated from 
high school. 

One of Currie’s first stops 
was a visit to the downtown 
Belleville office of The Enter- 
prise-Roman where he visited 
with the staff and signed his 
name and date of return on the 
mailing list posted in the office. 

“I saw' the patriotic display 
on the window next door 
(Mobile Home Brokers) and 
noticed all of the flags up and

down the streets,” Currie said. 
“I drove around town through 
some residential neighbor- 
hoods and I was surprised to 
see all of the flags and ribbons 
there, too.” 

Currie reported he has had 
strangers approach him to 
shake his hand and tell him how 
much they appreciated what 
the troops had done in the Per- 
sian Gulf War. He was also wel- 
comed back with applause dur- 
ing the Sunday service at 
Grace Baptist Church, his 
home congregation. 

During the months Currie 
was stationed in the Gulf, he 
was never left out at mail call. 

“I had 68 people writing to 
me,” Currie said. “I worked 16 
to 20 hours a day, but during my 
off hours or on Sundays, I wrote 
back to all of them. I met a lot of 
really nice people through the 
letters.” 

Currie reported the letters 
and packages from Belleville 
kept him ahead of shipmates 
who vied for the honor of re- 
ceiving the most mail at the 
once-a-week mail calls. In 


addition to many hometown 
people who corresponded with 
him, Currie also received mail 
from former Navy men who 
served aboard the battleship, a 
communication from a ship- 
builder who worked on the con- 
struction of the ship and re- 
ceived a fax from his sister. 

Currie noted his ship was in 
charge of firing the Tomahawk 
missiles, and would have been 
a prime target for enemy fire. 

“Three times general quar- 
ters were sounded, but we nev- 
er were attacked even though 
the Iraqis had the capability to 
attack us. We were concerned 
at first, but after a couple of 


days, we weren't worried,” 
Currie said. “We sailed 
through the oil slick on the 
Gulf, but it didn't affect us 
much. The oil was close to the 
surface, and we drew the water 
for our ship from deep in the 
Gulf.” 

He also reported black 
smoke from the burning 
Kuwaiti oil fields darkened the 
afternoon skies and gave the 
illusion of nighttime. 

Currie, an avid reader of 
military history, believes the 
decision to end the war with 
Saddam Hussein still in power 
may prove to be an error in 
years to come. In time, history 


books will reveal whether or 
not the United Nations forces 
should have pursued the Iraqi 
army into Baghdad, he said. 

“I’m really glad to be home, 
and I really appreciate all the 
letters of support that I re- 
ceived from the people of this 
area. I want to thank all of 
them,” Currie said. "I guess I 
feel like saying what Dorothy 
said in The Wizard of Oz. 
‘There’s no place like home.’ 

Currie would like to take a 
nine-month training at Great 
Lakes Naval Station to become 
a gas turbine mechanic, and 
plans to continue his service in 
the Navy.

Frank- 
lin will be reporting for duty to 
the FAA’s Great Lakes region 
where she will work toward the 
air traffic control journeyman 
classification.

The FAA 
academy is the principal 
source of the agency for tech- 
nical training with 300 resident 
courses.

Safety Week not full of hot air

Next week is Tornado Safety 
Week, and Romulus fire offi- 
cials are reminding residents 
about the dangers of a tornado 
and how to spot one. 

It’s spring when tornadoes 
are most frequent. They usual- 
ly come from the west and 
southwest, but tornadoes can 
also come out of the east and 
north, according to Margaret 
Leduc, Romulus emergency 
management coordinator. 

A tornado is defined as fol- 
lows : 

• Tornado - A column of 
violently rotating winds ex- 
tending down from a thunder- 
storm cloud and touching the 
surface of the earth. 

• Funnel Cloud - A column of 
violently rotating winds ex- 
tending down from a thunder- 


storm cloud but not touching 
earth. 

• Cold Air Funnel - A column 
of rotating winds extending 
down from a thunderstorm 
cloud which are smaller and 
less intense than regular torna- 
does. They occur in the cold air 
in spring and fall several hours 
after a cold front passes. 

Residents should also under- 
stand the difference between a 
“watch” and a “warning” in 
regards to a tornado. A watch 
means conditions exist for se- 
vere weather. 

“Watches give you time to 
plan and prepare,” Leduc said. 
“Persons in or near a watch 
area should place small objects 
inside such as garbage cans 
and bicycles which could be- 
come deadly missiles. Make 
sure the entire family is in- 
formed. and they know what to 
do if a tornado is sighted.” 


Leduc also recommends pa- 
rents keep children under close 
supervision while keeping an 
eye on the sky and listening for 
later statements and warnings. 

“You must act immediately 
when you first hear the warn- 
ing,” Leduc said. “Seek shelter 
immediately.” 

If tornado weather begins to 
develop, residents should seek 
shelter in the following areas: 

• In homes - A basement 
offers the greatest safety. Seek 
shelter under sturdy furniture 
whenever possible. In homes 
without basements, take cover 
in the center of the house on the 
lowest floor in a small room 
such as a closet or bathroom or 
under sturdy furniture 

• Mobile homes - During 
warnings, go to a prearranged 
substantial shelter Do not stay 
in a mobile home during a tor- 
nado warning.

A Wayne County Circuit 
Court Judge ruled last week 
that the City of Wayne will pay 
$3,000 in damages to the Wayne 
Charter Committee for disre- 
gard of the planning commis- 
sion in not keeping and approv- 
ing minutes. 

Judge Richard Kaufman, 
however, also stated that no 
public damage was made nor 
was there any intentional viola- 
tion of the Open Meetings Act. 

The action by Kaufman en- 
ded a long, drawn-out lawsuit 
battle between the Wayne 
Charter Committee and Wayne 
councilmembers. The charter 
committee alleged the City of 
Wayne was in violation of the 
Open Meetings Act for not tak- 
ing notes at the planning com- 
mission meetings and approv- 
ing them. 

Kaufman acknowledged re- 
cords were kept on what occur- 
red at the planning commission 
meetings, however, “all of the 
records or minutes were not 
approved by the planning com- 
mission.” Kaufman also stated 
that maintaining and approv- 
ing planning commission mi- 
nutes is the responsibility of the 
commission members and not 
the city council. 

James Arredondo. Wayne 
Charter Committee attorney, 
was pleased with the settle- 
ment, but added both sides had 
to give in a little. 


“In every settlement you 
have to give a little, “ Arredon- 
do said “I'm not entirely satis- 
fied, however, we did get a 
judgment in our favor. The 
judgment showed they (plan- 
ning commission) did not com- 
ply with state law. 

“I think we have a court rul- 
ing which supports the six spe- 
cific reasons on the recall peti- 
tions, which means at least one 
of the six is true. I think Pat 
Norton has been trying to fool 
people. I think he should 
address the six issues.”

Loans available for improvements

If you're thinking about re- 
pairing or upgrading your 
home and need money, you 
may want to contact your City 
Hall or the Federal Housing 
Administration. 

Cities and townships have 
Community Block Grant funds 
available to help low-income 
homeowners improve or repair 
their houses. 

“The applicant must meet 
certain income guidelines,” 
says Jay Gilbert, Westland 
Community Development 
director. “And if you’re think- 
ing about remodeling or home 
repairs, you may want to con- 
tact your city officials to find 
out if your eligible.” 

Also, the Federal Housing 
Administration this week 
announced Title One home- 
improvement loans are avail- 
able to area homeowners, even 
to new homeowners, to repair 
or remodel their homes, even if 
they have little or no equity in 
their homes. 

FHA Title One loans are 


ideal for homeowners who 
want to upgrade their homes, 
but because they recently 
bought the home or put little 
money down, lack sufficient 
equity to qualify for other types 
of loans, according to Anthony 
R. Medici, president of Livo- 
nia-based The Money Store 
Inc., an independent lender 
that provides the government 
with guaranteed loans through 
its 70 offices. 

A Money Store office was re- 
cently opened in Livonia at 
16801 Newburgh Road, Suite 
103. 

“We have found the FHA Ti- 
tle One program is the perfect 
vehicle for the homeowner 
without sufficient equity to 
qualify for our normal home 
equity loans,” Medici said, 
adding there is a great demand 
for this type of financing by 
homeowners who recently 
bough a “handyman’s spe- 
cial.” 

“People who purchase 
‘handyman specials,’ which 
need repairs, can use our FHA 
Title One loans to make im- 
provements to that property. 


They could not afford to make 
repairs otherwise because they 
probably have little or no equi- 
ty and would not qualify for a 
traditional home equity loan." 

FHA Title One loans can be 
obtained for up to $17,000 for 
single family and duplex 
homes, although legislation is 
currently pending to increase 
that amount to $25,000. They 
can be made up to 100 percent 
loan to value and there is no 
residency time requirement 
for pre-oumed homes. 

However, if the borrower is 
seeking a home improvement 
loan on a newly constructed 
house, he or she must have 
occupied the new home for at 
least 90 days. 

Borrowers have the option of 
completing the improvements 
themselves or using a profes- 
sional contractor The funds 


can be used for any type of 
home improvement, from in- 
terior decorating to fencing 
and landscaping. 

There is a stipulation, howev- 
er, the improvement must be 
permanent and affixed to the 
home. It can't be a luxury item 
such as a swimming pool or 
spa.

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Thieves

Stealing ears has become big 
business. 

When a car is stolen and sold 
part by part, the car is worth 
three times the amount the 
owner paid for it, say law en- 
forcement experts. 

‘‘If you were to list the top 25 
companies for Fortune 500, the 
business of stealing cars would 
be in the top 25,” said Lt. San- 
dra Miller of the Western 
Wayne Auto Theft Task Force. 

Although there are agencies 
which specialize in catching 
car thieves and individuals 
who run chop shops, stealing 
cars is one way drug addicts 
can make fast money and feed 
their addiction, officials say. 

“In the past, a majority of 
car thieves used to be kids 
doing it for joy-riding. But to- 
day, we’re seeing a lot of narco- 
tics involvement,” Miller said. 
“A kid can steal a car for a chop 
shop operator, and get any- 
where from $150 to $1,000. It’s a 
fast way to get money for 
drugs.” 

The chop shop operator is the 
one making money on the car, 
when he can take it a part and 
receive three times the market 
value of the car, she said. 

Thanks to the Auto Theft Pre- 
vention Agency, specialized di- 
visions of law enforcement 
agencies, like the Wayne Coun- 
ty Task Force, have been cre- 
ated and neighborhood groups 
have been formed to aid in the 
effort to reduce auto thefts. 

The ATPA collects a $1 sur- 
charge from each car and 
truck insurance premium in 
Michigan. Then the agency can 
fund law enforcement task 
forces and other citizen groups 
with the goal of preventing in- 
surance fraud, organized chop 
shop rings and auto theft. 

The Western Wayne County 
Task Force, a division of the 
Michigan State Police, is part 
of the reason Michigan no lon- 
ger leads the nation in stolen 
cars. Other states are using the 
task force as a role model. 

‘‘Between 1985 and 1989, 
there has been a 13-percent de-

crease statewide,” Miller said. 
The task force was formed in 
May 1987. 

In other parts of the country, 
the problem continues to grow. 
“Nationwide, there was a 42- 
percent increase,” she said. 

Miller credits the decrease to 
the ATPA for funding agencies 
and tasks forces. 

‘‘Area police departments 
don't have the time to spend on 
cases so complicated,” she 
said. “That’s all we have time 
to do is investigate things like 
that. Before now, there were 
very few people doing time (in 
prison) for auto theft." 

One of the biggest chop shops 
the task force eliminated was 
run by a Garden City resident. 
He worked out of his garage, 
and had a storage facility in 
Westland. In 1989, he was 
arrested. 

Miller estimates the oper- 
ator made at least $150,000 a 
year. 

‘‘He was definitely a major 
player in southeastern Michi- 
gan and the surrounding 
states,” she said. 

Last year, the task force in- 
itiated 209 investigations, and 
recovered 199 vehicles, accord- 
ing to Miller. The total recov- 
ery amounted to $1,835,990. 

Of the 209 investigations, 69 
individuals were arrested and 
238 auto theft charges were 
filed. 

Car thieves usually don’t 
pick cars at random. They 
target cars that have the most 
value on the black market. 
What is popular to steal in De- 
troit may not be of value in Los 
Angeles. 

‘‘In the Detroit area, the 
Chevy Pickup, the Blazer type 
vehicles, the Mustang, the Ex- 
plorers and the Jimmys are 
popular,” she said. “Com- 


pared to California or New 
York, we have very little fore- 
ign vehicle theft. Michigan 
really is a domestic car state.” 

Where you live can also 
affect whether or not your car 
is at greater risk. 

“The main problem we 
appear to have in Wayne Coun- 
ty is we are the market place 
for thieves in Detroit” Miller 
said. 

Residents who live in apart- 
ment complexes are most at 
risk, according to Cpl. Greg 
Laurain of the Van Buren 
Police Department. 

“Our biggest problem is in 
apartment complexes,” he 
said. “Apartment complexes 
are like huge shopping centers 
for car thieves.” 

It helps if the apartment 
complex has a security guard, 
but car thieves can usually 
steal any car they want if they 
are professionals, he said. 

‘‘Car thieves aren’t dumb. A 
real good one can get into a car 
and have it started within 30 
seconds,” Laurain said. 

Other areas targeted by 
thieves include shopping cen- 
ters and hotels. 

“At Christmas time, West- 
land has a lot of problems with 
their shopping centers,” Miller 
said. ‘‘Romulus has a problem 
with their hotels.” There are 
measures car owners can take 
to minimize the risk of having 
their cars stolen. 

Miller suggests parking in a 
well-lit area and making sure 
your car is locked at all times. 

“It is most important that 
people lock their cars. You 
wouldn’t believe the number of 
cars stolen, when someone is 
just going to run into (a store) 
for a few minutes,” Miller said. 

Car alarms and theft preven- 
tion devices can be expensive. 


but there are some available 
that aren’t so expensive. 

“Some of the medium-range 
devices are equally as effective 
as more expensive, high-tech 
alarms," Miller said. 

The steadfast collar is a lock 
for the steering wheel. The col- 
lar slips over the steering col- 
umn and prevents it from being 
unlocked or broken by a thief. 

Some neighborhood groups 
have received grants from the 
ATPA and are providing vehi- 
cle identification number 


etching, which is also an effec- 
tive way to prevent car theft. 

"If the thief sees the (VIN) is 
etched all over the car, then 
that’s not a valuable piece of 
property to them,” Miller said. 

Since it is more profitable to 
sell a car in pieces, the thief 
would not be able to sell a part 
with the VIN on it. 

Some of the best alarm sys- 
tems can cost between $500 and 
$1,500. 

The Lojack system is a small 
homing device attached to the 


car. The owner of the car is un- 
aware of its exact location. 
When the car is stolen, the own- 
er calls the local police depart- 
ment, then the police officers 
can track the stolen car within 
minutes.

1 medium onion, thinly sliced 
1 package (12 ounces) variety

1 package (8 ounces) 
provolone cheese 

In small bowl, combine oil, 
vinegar and oregano, and set 
aside. With a serrated bread 
knife, slice bread in half 
lengthwise, arrange lettuce, 
tomato and onion over bottom 
of bread.

2 large tomatoes, thinly sliced 
1 package (12 ounces) variety 
turkey deli slices 

4 slices (4 ounces) provolone 
cheese 

1 red onion, thinly sliced 
1 can (2-1/2 ounces) sliced 
black olives, drained 

With serrated bread knife, 
slice bread in half lengthwise. 
Hollow out centers of both 
bread halves, leaving 3/4-inch 
shell. Reserve removed bread 
for another use. In small 
bowl, combine mushroom 
marinade and mayonnaise, 
spread mixture over each 
bread shell. In bottom bread 
shell evenly arrange half of 
tomato slices, top with 
mushrooms, turkey, cheese, 
onion, black olives and 
remaining tomato slices. 
Ingredients will be mounded 
well above bread shell rim. 
Top with remaining bread 
shell. Wrap sandwich in 3 to 4 
layers of plastic wrap and 
refrigerate overnight. Just 
before serving, place 
wrapped sandwich on solid 
surface, cover with large 
cutting board. Press on top of 
cutting board and sandwich. 
This is important as it will 
compress all the ingredients 
before slicing. Slice into 
wedges. Serves 8.

Current challenges facing 
Michigan may have a dramatic 
impact on the economic future 
of the state. 

In a speech to members of 
the Southern Wayne County 
Chamber of Commerce, James 
Barrett said the right signals 
from state legislators at this 
time could encourage future 
job development. A wrong 
message could spell difficult 
times for area businesses and 
workers, according to Barrett, 
president of the Michigan 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Barrett said current plans 
for across-the-board property 
tax relief could benefit the 
state by encouraging 
businesses to expand or relo- 
cate in Michigan. An alternate 
plan by state Democrats, 
which would limit the tax relief 
to residential property owners, 
would send the wrong signals to 
potential job development, 
according to the state chamber 
president. 

Legislative changes in the 
past few years have illustrated 
a more positive attitude toward 
the importance of business, 
Barrett said. Some positive 
changes have been made in 
workers’ compensation laws 


and the unemployment com- 
pensation system. In addition, 
there have been no significant 
business tax increases since 
the implementation of the sing- 
le business tax. 

However, the proposal of 
some mandatory benefits at 
the state and federal level 
would be detrimental to the 
business community. 

“We are unalterably opposed 
to mandated benefits, such as 
those proposed for family 
leaves and mandated health 
care programs,” Barrett said. 

Barrett believes recent court 
decisions have been de- 
trimental to the business cli- 
mate. He noted, for example, a 
recent decision that places 
liability on the manufacturer 
for injuries even though the 
product was misused. 

“Common sense should be 
the guide. We should not be re- 
sponsible for irresponsible 
aotc.” said Barrett, adding 


multi-million-dollar lawsuit 
awards drive up the cost of va- 
rious services. 

Barrett foresees a more 
favorable business climate in 
the future as several legisla- 
tive seats, forn.erly filled by 
Detroit Democrats, will be lost 
through re-apportionment. 

“When Detroit lost popula- 
tion in the 1980 census, the city 
lost four House (of Representa- 
tives) seats and one state Sen- 
ate seat. After the 1990 census 
results, the city will probably 
lose three to four more House 
seats and another Senate seat. 
The seats will go to the out- 
state area, and we'll see a more 
balanced makeup. This bodes 
well for Michigan,” Barrett 
said, noting currently the 
Democrats dominate the Re- 
publicans in the House of Rep- 
resentatives 61-49 and the Re- 
publicans edge the Democrats 
20-18 in the Senate. 


Looking ahead. Barrett sees 
some optimism for the creation 
of new jobs. 

“The forecast for the U.S. is a 
2-percent expansion annually 
in the 1990s. At the same time, 
the labor force is predicted to 
grow at a 1-percent rate, mean- 
ing there could be a work force 
shortage in the long term,” 
Barrett said. “What we will 
need is people to fill high-skill 
jobs in the future. That is why 
education is the No. 1 priority 
in the business community.” 

From 1979 to 1986, Michigan 
lost 126,000 high-wage jobs, 
those which have annual in- 
comes of $34,000 or more. Bar- 
rett said. During the same 
period, there was an increase 
of 33,000 positions in the 
medium-wage category. 
$17,000 to $33,000 annually, and 
an increase of 122,000 jobs in 
the low-wage category of less 
than $17,000 annually. The de- 
creases in high-wage jobs and 
the replacement of them with 
medium- to low-wage jobs has 
decreased the purchasing pow- 
er of workers and also has re- 
duced the amount of state tax 
revenue, the state chamber 
president said. 

Barrett believes there can be 
a more prosperous future for 
the state if a positive climate 
for growth is established.

Construction has begun on a 
$12-million addition to the 
Annapolis Hospital emergen- 
cy department. 

Annapolis Hospital, 33155 
Annapolis Ave. in Wayne, is 
owned by Oakwood Health 
Services, one of the largest 
health care systems in the 
state. 

The renovation and expan- 
sion will result in one of the 
most advanced emergency 
facilities in Wayne County, 
according to Carla O’Malley, 
senior vice president and 
chief operating officer of 
Annapolis Hospital. 

The emergency depart- 
ment will more than double 
its size, from 5,800 square feet 
to 12,000 square feet. 

The department will fea- 
ture 22 beds and 50 waiting 
room seats. There will be 
separate triage room for pa-

tient privacy and a two-bed 
fully supplied trauma room. 

A centralized nursing sta- 
tion will allow for better pa- 
tient care, O’Malley said. 

In addition, new equipment 
and technology will be added 
to the emergency room facili- 
ties at Annapolis. 

The hospital emergency 
room is continuing full ser- 
vice 24 hours a day. Emergen- 
cy room traffic is being 
routed to a faster, more effi- 
cient entrance on Venoy 
Road.

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Party with 
safety in mind 

It is time for “party fever” to strike. 

The mercury is climbing and the school year is winding 
down. 

More than any other season, spring and summer seem 
to trigger an onslaught of drunken parties and shenani- 
gans. 

These good times, however, also can turn into devasta- 
tion for families. 

Alcohol consumption is not listed in the dictionary as a 
definition for “party" or “good times.” Alcohol does not 
have to be a rite of spring. 

Each year thousands of people are killed or seriously 
injured in traffic and boating accidents, and most of these 
mishaps are the result of drinking alcohol and then climb- 
ing behind the wheel. 

High school seniors seem to fall prey to “the bottle” 
more than others. As the enjoy activities associated with 
graduation, it is not common to learn of the tragic death of 
at least on senior who was killed with the weapon being 
alcohol. 

Local communities have come a long way in promoting 
drug- and alcohol-free events for young people, and credit 
is deserved. 

We pray that message has made a significant impact 
on those young people who make alcohol a part of their 
relaxation activities. 

It seems the word has moved more slowly to adults who 
supposedly understand the dangers of alcohol. 

There are no D A R E, programs for adults, we just 
have to trust their judgment. 

Alcohol does not have to be a part of any gathering. If it 
is, then it should be controlled. Car keys should be confis- 
cated from those who have had too much to drink, desig- 
nated drivers should be appointed, and alcohol should not 
be served without food. 

Alcohol does not automatically ensure a good time. It 
can, however, throw a serious damper on any gathering. 

Don’t drink and drive. 

Property deal 
is questioned 

We wonder whether the Van Buren School Board over- 
stepped its role as trustees of district resources when it 
approved a property transaction this week. 

Rather than restricting their duties to being guardians 
and managers of the taxpayers’ dollars, district officials 
apparently have assumed the roles of real estate agents, 
home mortgage lenders and, perhaps, social workers. 

By unanimous vote, the school board approved the 
purchase of a home adjacent to the high school for $55,000, 
plus closing costs. In addition, the board approved the 
purchase of a $74,000 home which, in turn, will be sold to 
the property sellers on an 8-percent land contract to allow 
them to relocate in the Van Buren School District. 

When quizzed by one trustee about the wisdom of non- 
professionals negotiating a real estate transaction for the 
apparent lower-than-usual mortgage rate, district offi- 
cials justified their action by stating the purchase of the 
property was necessary for the construction of a new 
cafeteria, and the home seller could not qualify for a 
traditional home mortgage on a $74,000 home. 

We believe the intentions of district officials were good, 
but we wonder if district taxpayers want to assign the role 
of assisting needy individuals to their school board. It is 
doubtful taxpayers, who recently approved a 4-mill tax 
hike, did so to allow a generous outreach to one family, no 
matter how worthy the school board and district officials 
deem them to be.

Grow better vegetables

Building body for your lawn is easy 


Your lawn is the basic unifying 
element of your exterior 
decorating plan that melds all 
other plantings or design elements 
- trees, shrubs, flower beds and 
rose gardens - into a harmonious 
whole. And if you have any doubt 
about your lawn s esthetic value, 
visualize yourself standing in front 
of your home with a lawn that is 
lush, green, well-manicured and 
without a weed in sight. Then 
picture your home fronted by a 
lawn that is matted, overgrown 
and scabbed with weeds. 

While every homeowner wants a 
lawn that is a pleasure to walk on 
and a joy to behold, they usually 
settle for much less. How much 
less depends on how much time, 
effort and money they are willing 
to invest. Not a lot is needed but 
enough to at least compensate for 
the abuses to which a lawn is 
subjected weekly. And it all begins 
at ground level. 

All flourishing lawns start with 
a growing medium that is porous, 
nutritious, holds water, drains 
well and is packed with those 
minute soil organisms (bacteria 
and fungi), so vital to a lawn’s 
ood health. Unfortunately, most 
omes do not come equipped with 
such a medium, especially sub- 
division homes where sod has 
been laid on a skim of top soil 
over foundation clay. 


While sandy soils give poor 
results, the most common culprit 
is clay. But here is a remedy for 
sandy and clay soils alike, a 
simple process that will allow you 
in one season to convert a sparse 
lawn into thick green turf. Before 
discussing the solution, let’s 
dispose of the remedies that bring 
more problems than results. 

The problems: The highly 
touted, now discredited cure-all. 
“well- rotted, barnyard manure.’’ 
is rarely available to the 
homeowner today. If you do run 
across it, avoid it like the plague 
because that’s usually what it 
causes. First of all. it is a poor 
fertilizer. What it lacks in 
nutrients it more than makes up 
for in terms of weed seed and 
disease organisms. 

Nor is pulverized, sterilized, 
bagged manure the answer. 

Almost totally devoid of nutrients 
and so ethereally fine as to be 
totally useless in adding porosity, 
it does more for the homeowner’s 
peace of mind than the lawn’s 
state of health. That was one thing 
old-fashioned manure had going 
for it. the addition of much- 
needed. rough organic material 
with its attributes of porosity and 
water retention. But the benefit 
Just wasn’t worth the price. 

Nor is topsoil the answer. Half 
an inch spread over a skimpy 


lawn will smother most of the 
grass and do very little to build 
rich, porous growing medium that 
is needed. And if it comes from 
well-manured pastureland. it will 
add a crop of annual and 
perennial weeds that will take 
years to eradicate. Or if it comes 
from cropland such as a cornfield, 
it is certain to contain Atrazine or 
similar herbicides that will wipe 
out every living plant but corn. 
Take heart, there is an answer. 

The treatment: The main 
weakness of lawn soils that are 
predominately sand or clay is a 
shortage of the organic material or 
mineral material that adds 
porosity, holds water and 
nutrients where grass roots can 
reach them and encourages the 
proliferation of soil organisms 
which convert nutrients to a form 
that is easily taken up by the 
plants' roots. There are products 
that can meet this criteria without 
causing weed or disease problems: 
Canadian Sphagnum Peat Moss, 
vermiculite and lawn foods. 

The recommended treatment is 
best started in early spring but 
can be initiated at any time of the 
growing year as long as it is 
repeated three times over a full 
season: spring, summer and earlv 
fall. 

Just before your lawn needs 
cutting, mix in a large 


wheelbarrow or on a flat surface, 
Canadian Peat and medium-grade 
vermiculite on a three- to-one 
basis and spread over the lawn 
surface just enough to give it a 
rich brown hue. Then get your 
magic mixer, your lawn-mower, 
set at two inches and move it 
slowly to spin-mix the top 
dressing and spread it easily over 
the surface. Add a fertilizer 
(preferably organic) with a 
formulation high in nitrogen such 
as 12-6-6. used according to 
directions. 

Seed any bare patches, in 
spring and fall only, by simply 
roughing up the ground and 
spreading grass seed before you 
add the peat and vermiculite. This 
is one place not to economize. Buy 
the best seed money can buy with 
a formula such as 60 percent 
Kentucky blue. 20 percent fescue 
and 20 percent perennial rye. 

From that point on. cut your 
lawn twice a week with the mower 
set at two inches and the grass 
catcher off so grass clippings will 
be added to the moisture- 
retaining mulch. Finally, make 
sure you give your lawn a deep 
watering once a week, counting 
rain purely as a bonus. 

How many years you need to 
cany out the therapy depends on 
the original condition of vour 
lawn. 
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Landscaping can add value to your home 



Area residents may want to 
consult lawn-care experts 
before they start landscaping 
projects this spring. 

Landscaping often adds to 
the property value of a 
residential home. 

At Bruder's Landscape and 
Design in Belleville, owner 
Keith Bruder has plenty of 
tips to make landscaping 
projects a success. 

Bruder. a landscape 
architect, provides services to 
local commercial firms and 
residents. 

If designing and building a 
landscape garden this 
summer is a major goal, he 
suggests to look at your 
property before starting the 
project. 

First, budding green 
thumbs must know the type 
of their soil. Residents may 
take soil samples to the 
Wayne County Cooperative 
Extension Services office for 
analysis. 

To plant flowers or plants 
which will thrive in particular 
soil, prospective gardeners 
need to know the soil type. 


Bruder said generally soil 
in this area is neutral to 
alkaline in nature. 

Analysis also tells 
gardeners what nutrients are 
in the soil. The three basic 
nutrients needed for healthy 
plants are phosphorus, 
nitrogen and potassium. 

Residents must also 
determine how much sunlight 
and water is in their area. 

Before selecting a plant, 
gardeners must know how 
much space they have for a 
garden and project their 
space needs for the next five 
years. Matching the potential 
size of a plant with the space 
prevents over or under 
growth. 

Plant types which do well in 
this area include junipers, 
evergreen and arbor vitae, 
according to Bruder. These 
plants will perform well as 
long as they are properly 
maintained, he said. 

Flowering shrubs include 
lilacs, spirea. viberms and 
burning bush. If residents 
enjoy flowering plants, then 
honeysuckle, rose of Sharon 


and barberry also do well. 

Within each of these 
species, there are different 
varieties. 

The time spent on 
maintaining a garden also 
plays a factor. 

"Most people pick varieties 
which are slow growers." 
Bruder said. "Some also 
enjoy plants with a nice leaf 
color like the red flowers or

the burning bush." 

When asked. Bruder 
examines a site with its 
existing vegetation, and then 
makes design drawings. 

"Sometimes plants are like 
carpeting in the home." 
Bruder said. "Every 10 to 15 
years, you may want to 
change it.”
